Reform Bill 


For Labor 
Wins, 88-1 


WASHINGTON (‘(AP)—The Sen- 
ate Tuesday night passed a gen- 
eral labor bill aimed at driving 
racketeers and crooked officials 
out of the labor movement and 
giving rank - and - file members 
more control over unions. 


The rollcall vote was 88-1. The 
lone “No” vote was cast by Sen. 
George W. Malone (R-Nev). 


The bill, subject of five days of 
bitter debate on the Senate floor, 
now goes to the House. Hearings 
on similar legislation are under 
way in that body, but the meas- 
ure’s prospects there are uncer- 
tain. 

The bill embodies the most far- 
reaching labor legislation to be 
considered by Congress since pas- 
sage of the Taft-Hartley law in 
1947. 


The bill requires detailed public 
financial reports by unions, union 
officers, middlemen and employ- 
ers, and also establishes a new 
union democracy code. This code 
requires secret voting in union 
elections and limits terms of 
union officers. 


In addition, the measure sets up 
several new criminal penalties de- 
signed to help eliminate gangsters 
from the labor movement. 


Also included are some changes 
in the Taft - Hartley law long 
sought by organized labor. 

However, the Senate struck 
from the bill the section which 
would have wiped out the Taft- 
Hartley requirement that union 
officers must file non-Communist 
affidavits. Labor leaders have as- 
sailed this provision. 

In its place the Senate wrote 
in a requirement that employers 
also must file such an affidavit if 
they seek to use services of the 
National Labor Relations Board in 
a labor case.

House Sends 
Pay Rise Bill 
To President 


WASHINGTON (#—The House 
Tuesday passed and sent to the 
White House a bill giving a 10 
per cent pay raise to 1,021,000 
Civil Service and other govern- 
ment workers. President Eisen- 
hower is expected to sign it. 

The pay hike will cost an esti- 
mated 542 million dollars a year. 
Since it is retroactive to last 
Jan. 1, an estimated 250 million 
dollars in back pay will be given 
to employes next month. 

The measure also creates 599 
new top jobs, some 300 of them 
scientists and engineers. The 
Senate approved the bill last week. 
House passage came on a voice 
vote. 

The President already this year 
has signed a bill giving a 10 per 
cent salary increase to about half 
a million postal workers.

BITTER FEUD

Unofficial reports said at least 
four others were missing. Sixteen 
injured were fished from the wa- 
ter, many with broken bodies, and 
taken to hospitals. 

Many of the dead were caught 
in the twisted wreckage as it 
ripped free from the rest of the 
bridge and dropped into the inlet. 
Others who had been shaken off 
as the girders tore loose were 
crushed as tons of concrete and 
steel hit them in the water.

The absence of any apparent 
discrimination in selecting the 
final batch of rural road projects 
probably comes as a surprise 
to some legislators who opposed 
Griffin’s bill to expand the au- 
thority’s bonding capacity by $50 
million in the last Legislature. 


HOUSE FIGHT 


While the bill was being fought 
out in the House, there was 
much wondering out loud if the 
counties whose _ representatives 
voted against the governor could 
expect any more rural roads. 
This was especially true after the 
bill was defeated. 


A study of the 224 projects to 
be financed through the sale of 
$20 million in rural road bonds, 
the last the authority*can issue 
under its $100 million limit, re- 
veals few signs of obvious polit- 
ical discrimination against coun- 
ties whose legislators fought Grif- 
fin’s proposal. Of the state’s 159 
counties, 138 will get one or more 


_projects under the last bond in- 


crement. 


One of the countfes not appear- 
ing on the project list is Frank- 
lin, home of Lt. Gov. Ernest Van- 
diver who spearheaded the fight 
against Griffin’s measure. Rural 
road officials point out that the 
county received four projects 
totaling almost $600,000 in previ- 
ous bond increments. 

Another county missing from 
the list is Appling whose county 
seat of Baxley was involved in 
gross irregularities involving city 
paving projects. 


NO FAVORITISM 


But on the whole, counties 
whose legislators played a promi- 
nent part in the fight against 
the Griffin bill seem to have done 
all right. 

Here are some examples: 

Barrow: Two projects amount- 
ing to about $217,000. Barrow Rep. 
Robert L. Russell is a kinsman 
of Vandiver and one of the lieu- 
tenant governor’s top advisers. 


Clayton: one project amounting 
to $54,600. Rep. Edgar Blalock, 
a one-time Griffin ally, broke 
with the governor over the rural 
road bill and was a leader in the 
fight against it.

Sherman Adams has a short memory 
or a convenient one. 

While he has admitted accepting gifts 
from Boston industrialist Bernard Gold- 
fine; he denies that he thought this im- 
proper or that his intercession in behalf 
of the latter with government agencies 
influenced them. 

Here, of course, is where the memory 
question shows up. Mr. Adams stanch New 
England politician who helped label the 
Trurhan administration with scandal and 
corruption during the 1952 campaign, as 
a pfofessional politician surely knows 
better. He made bitter attacks cn Gen. 
Vaughan and the deep-freeze and mink- 
coat episodes of alleged “influence” ped- 
dling. 

Now as practiced by Mr. Adams, he 
sees nothing wrong with it. And strangely 
enough, files of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission actions against Mr. Goldfine 
mysteriously have been destroyed. So Mr. 
Adams, who vehemently denies before 
House investigators any intent to do 
wrong, cannot be cleared nor can the 
charges be proved. 

It comes as a great shock to the coun- 
try that a man who has held such power 
in the Eisenhower administration could 
become involved in practices which the 
administration pledged to end in the 
“crusade” of 1952. It is equally shocking 
that the President himself sees “nothing 
improper” with Adams’ relations with 
Goldfine. He thus invites all members of 
the official family to follow suit. 

The GOP’s wholesale condemnation of 
the Truman administration in 1952 for 
its official ethics is made to appear a 
hollow mockery. As did Truman, the 
President finds himself forced to defend 
the man who has served as acting presi- 
dent many times during his administra- 
tion. 

While one can feel sympathy for Mr. 
Eisenhower, it is difficult to see how Mr. 
Adams can be useful any longer to the 
administration and the Eisenhower pro- 
gram. Certainly the pressure which the 
President has been able to exert upon 
Congress through “Sherm” will have 
lost much of its force. 

This Adams episode will do nothing 
for national morale nor for the proclaimed 
standards set by the “crusaders” of 1952. 
Once again we come face to face with the 
lowering of political and moral attitudes 
now touching a man supposedly immune 
to corruption. 

The Republicans must face the conse- 
quences of a situation which helped them 
seize power from the Democrats in 1952. 
And the public’s confidence in the “great 
crusade” is at its lowest ebb.

Methodists Feel Impact 
Of Shifts in Population 


Population shifts are reflected in of- 
ficial reports made during the current 
North Georgia Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Church in Atlanta. 


The Rev. Comer Brownlow of Stone 
Mountain, conference statistician, cited a 
membership increase of 2,364 over the 
previous year. 

By contrast, the South Georgia 
Methodist Conference earlier had re- 
ported a slight loss of membership, most 
of it in rural areas. 

During the past year 27 Methodist 
churches and 41 church school buildings 
were constructed in north Georgia. And 
the district superintendents point out that 
at least 32 new churches are needed to 
“keep up with the shift in our moving 
population.” 

Churches, like schools and everything 
else, must concentrate their efforts on 
where the people are. The rapid migra- 
tion from rural to urban areas poses a 
problem for religious leaders as well as 
educators and businessmen. 

The Methodists have demonstrated 
their awareness of what must be done.

Era of Changes Hurls 
Challenges at Georgia 


The tremendous growth in monetary 
assets in Georgia and six neighboring 
Southeastern states is mirrored in a re- 
cent analysis issued by the Atlanta field 
office of the U.S. Department of Com- 
merce. 

It showed that banks in the seven- 
state area at the end of last year had 
on deposit a record 15.6 billion dollars 
which averages out to $670 for every man, 
woman and child comprising the region’s 
Civilian population. 

But despite the 58 per cent increase 
rung up since World War II, the South- 
east is next to last among all regions of 
the nation in the amount of money on 
deposit. 

In Georgia, deposits rose 72.62 million 
between 1956 and 1957 and savings ac- 
counts went up from 312.8 million to 559 
million. But impressive as was the 47 
per cent in Georgia deposits in the post- 
war period, it still fell short of the na- 
tional gain by 2 per cent. 

Business and personal checking ac- 
counts in the state dropped slightly be- 
tween 1956 and 1957. Investments in new 
business and expansion of industrial fa- 
cilities could account for a sizable por- 
tion of the decrease. 

The report as a whole shows the fi- 
nancial status of Georgians as vastly im- 
proved at the beginning of the year. Since 
then the recession has made a dent in 
the picture but not as seriously as it has 
in a good many other states. 

Georgia’s future financial health 
hinges on how well it can accelerate the 
development of diversified industry and, 
on the agricultural front, further the 
transition from a predominantly row 
crop economy to a more balanced one in 
which livestock will play an increasingly 
important role. 

It is a period of change which pre- 
sents great challenges that must be met 
if Georgia is to attain the prosperity it 
should.

Tito Tells the World 


Of Communist Intent 


Execution of Hungarian revolt lead- 
ers Imre Nagy and Pal Maleter has given 
rise to speculation in diplomatic quar- 
ters that Khrushchev- now may be resort- 
ing to Stalinist terror tactics to consoli- 
date his dictatorial powers. There are 
reports of an actual or impending blood 
purge. 

In the meantime, signs of dissension 
within the Soviet bloc and the calling 
home of major diplomats indicate new 
dramatic developments in the making. 
How these will affect Soviet foreign poli- 
cies is a matter of conjecture, but the tough 
line of recent weeks should provide a clue. 

It is obvious that the Communist Chi- 
nese are playing an increasing role in 
Communist affairs. As indicated by Presi- 
dent Tito of Yugoslavia in his remark- 
able speech Sunday, Peiping wants no re- 
laxation of tensions and deserves credit 
for Khrushchev’s about-face toward 
Yugoslavia and Tito. 

The Chinese Communists, charges 
Tito, are counting on a war which might 
cost them as much as 300 million lives to 
consolidate Chinese rule over all Asia. 
This, he said, gives the lie to their talk of 
peace, 

Tito, as he did in the days of Stalin, 
has accepted the Khrushchev challenge 
with open defiance. He charges the Soviet 
leader with trying to deceive the world 
and ridicules his criticism of U.S. eco- 
nomic aid. He reminded his listeners 
Sunday that Soviet claims of “aid with- 
out strings attached” are proved falla- 
cious by recent Moscow cancellation of 
such aid to Yugoslavia. | 

Tito seems resigned to an economic 
and political boycott by the Communist 
bloc. His words seem prophetic of an 
even more concerted economic, political 
and military onslaught by the Commu- 
nists on the free world.

School, with an ADA of 70.3 for 
the year just closed, is 10 miles 
distant from the school with 
which it would be consolidated.

That means status quo not only 
for the high schools but for the 
grammar schools as well. 


The Nacoochee delegation that 
previously visited the state board 
have stated they will also be at 
the next meeting, at which time 
they expect to be promised “hard- 
ship’”’ funds since county alloca- 
tions cannot make accreditation 
possible. 

Some of us do not want a “‘hard- 
ship’’ education for our children. 
Many parents who are concerned 
are busy making plans for board- 
ing school or private transporta- 
tion to other public schools for 
their children.

And, more significantly, they 
also feel that while in the Chat- 
tooga County case the board act- 
ed in the interest of the children 
concerned, at least in one area 
political pressure was allowed to 
override that interest.

car screeched to a stop and 
backed pertly to 
where the pretty 
pedestrian h a d 
thumbed _half- #. 
heartedly. “Why Be 
didn’t you wave 
a white hand- 
kerchief?” he 
asked her. “But 
I just want a 
ride,” she said.

We didn’t surrender on the Sun- 
shine State Parkway. 

But we were sold. 

The SSP is the new Florida 
Turnpike from Ft. Pierce to 
Miami. 

“One Hundred and Eight Miles 
of Driving Pleasure,” says the 
pamphlet the man at the Booth 
hands you. 

“Avoid 150 Traffic Lights—Save 
1% Hours,”” say the signs leading 
you to the parkway. 

We bought an hour plus—70.64 
miles from Ft. Pierce to the Del- 
ray turn-off—for $1.35. 

We were satisfied. Pleased, I 
mean. 

The drive — around high, hot 
noon—was faster, cooler, safer. 

The maximum speed is 65; the 
minimum, 40. 

You don’t pay as you enter. 
You get a ticket indicating time 
of entrance. 

Ours read “166. 11:08,” which 
meant the 166th day of the year 
at eight minutes after 11 o'clock. 

You pay as you leave. The fee 
collector notes.the time of exit. If 
driving time indicates an ex- 
cessive speed, one is likely to get 
a second ticket, from the patrol. 

The white handkerchief is for 
him who has trouble on the park- 
way. 

The instructions advise, ‘‘When 
help is needed, pull off the 
asphaltic concrete pavement and 
place a handkerchief or other 
white cloth between glass and 
window frame on the driver's 
side.” 

The white flag is a signal for 
someone to stop and help you get 
assistance and service. The mo- 
torist who sees the flag should 
notify the nearest trooper or serv- 
ice station. 


If you have a do-it-yourself kit 
and the know-how, you can make 
your own repairs, but only if you 
are clear of the roadway.

Rep. Carl Vinson of Milledgeville. 


Vinson favored a compromise 
bill drafted by his Armed Serv- 
ices Committee. Eisenhower, aft- 
er initially praising the compro- 
mise version, switched tactics 
and exerted terrific pressure to 
get his own plan adopted, with 
every “I” dotted and every ‘‘T’’ 
crossed, 

The veteran Georgian balked 
at that in his desire to preserve 
the integrity of the separate 
branches of the military estab- 
lishment and to maintain con- 
gressional control over the De- 
fense Department. 

Vinson got a big assist from 
his long-time colleague, Speaker 
Sam Rayburn, when partisan pol- 
itics were injected into the fight. 
But in the final analysis Congress 
simply chose to follow Vinson’s 
advice, rather than Eisenhower's, 
on how the Defense Department 
should be reorganized. 

The wily Georgian is known to 
his colleagues as “‘the Admiral,” 
and to press gallery wags as 
“the Swamp Fox.” And there 
was immediate comment that 
“the Admiral” had sunk. “the 
General,” and that “the Swamp 
Fox” had outsmarted the White

Chalker said the engineering- 
auditing crew “‘should be account- 
able only to the chief engineer 
and board. It should spot-check, 
at random, active jobs throughout 
the state and file regular re- 

orts.”’ 

He said this investigative work 
“would no more reflect on the 
integrity of our personnel than 
does traveling auditors reflect 
upon banking personnel.” 

He added that it “would keep 
all field men on their toes at 
all times and nip in the bud any 
laxity.”

Bobby Benson 


Ball Player’s 
Death Laid to 


Spine Injury 


Bobby Benson, 14-year-old base- 
ball player who made a fatal slide 
into home plate in an American 
Legion game, died of a fractured 
vertebra and a spinal cord in- 


jury, an autopsy showed Tuesday 
night. 


Bobby, of 1391 Miller Reed Ave., 
SE, was racing home on a team- 
mate’s hit when he collided with 
the catcher guarding the plate. 

The accident—believed to be 
the first time in baseball history 
that a player was fatally injured 
while sliding into home plate— 
occurred Monday night at Ben 
Hill Park as the junior baseball 
team of Atlanta’ American Le- 
gion No. 1 played a team known 
as the “Rebels” from Rex, Ga. 

It was the first American Le- 
gion Junior baseball game for 
Bobby. The first two times he 
went to bat he struck out. He 
was younger than most of the 
players whose ages ranged up 
to 17. 

In the fifth inning Bobby got 
a hit—a single to right field. 
Then he advanced to second base 
on a balk by the pitcher. He came 
racing home on a hit by Jimmy 
Woodall. 

Bobby, who played left field in 
the game, slid into the plate, 
feet first. The catcher tagged 
Bobby out on his knee. 

As a ninth grader at Smith 
High School, the young athlete 
had lettered in baseball, basket- 
ball and football. 

A photograph, inadvertently 
mislabeled, was published in Tues- 
day morning’s Constitution. 

Bobby’s teammates will be pall- 
bearers at his funeral at 2 p.m. 
Thursday at the Simsonville Bap- 
tist Church. The Rev. Dalton 
Smith and the Rev. Ralph Coker 
will officiate. Burial will be in 
Hollywood Cemetery. 

Survivors include his mother, 
Mrs. Ruby Benson; twin sisters, 
Nancy and Betty, 9; two brothers;

Laws Sought

Of course, the situation at New 
Orleans has become so desperate 
that — answer or not — Shreveport 
may get the franchisé by default. . 
Saturday, Pelican general manager 
Vince Rizzo, the one man with 
baseball experience left on the sink- 
ing ship, threw in the sponge. 

Now, there is a drastic economy 
move on with the Pelicans. New Or- 
leans’ Mayor Chep Morrison, who has 
waged a valiant but often misguided 
fight to keep the city in Organized 
Baseball, recommended that expenses 
be cut by lopping off players. 

This, according to reliable sources 
in the Crescent City, caused the im- 
mediate departure of Rizzo, who under-

stands that you can’t win ball games without players. In the revised 
setup, manager Charlie Silvera, who had been a bench operative of 
late, was restored to the active list to enable Pel officials to cut off 
another player; and Silvera was also saddled with the added re- 
sponsibilities of general manager. 


—The Pels’ Plight Has Been Brewing 


The current state of affairs at New Orleans, the South’s largest 
city with well over 900,000 metropolitan population, isn’t something 
that just happened overnight. Rather it has built up since 1947, the 
last terrific Pel year at the gate. 

In the °47 campaign, roly-poly Fred Walters led the Pels 
to within one-half game of the Southern Assn. championship, 
and 400,036 New Orleanians showed up at Pelican Stadium. Then 
came years of more frustration; finally in 1952, the Peis had 
another contender. 

This ’52 club of Danny Murtaugh featured two tremendous slug- 
gers in outfielder Frank Thomas, who whacked 35 homers, and first 
baseman Dale Long, who deparked 33. But the pitching went sour; 
and a team, which was host to the All-Star Game, suddenly found 
itself in fifth place after the season. 

Another near-miss in 1954 again didn’t set well with loyal Peli- 
car. fans. Atlanta whizzed in, mostly on the late-season 19-strikeout 
performance of Glenn Thompson before the Pels’ last packed house. 
This was the crowning blow. 

The hue and cry in New Orleans had been for home ownership. 
So early in 1954, the Pittsburgh Pirates, who had owned the Pels, 
sold ’em to a local group headed by haberdasher Jake Nowak. As 
a haberdasher Nowak was a genius; as a baseball official, Nowak 
was considerably less. 

After the ’56 season, the Pels under new prexy Jack De Fee 
junked their working agreement with Pittsburgh and hooked on 
with the New York Yankees. This partial working agreement 
in °57 brought only a partial team that in some quarters was 
rated the dullest in Southern history. It won last place on merit 
alone. 

New Orleans lost Pel Stadium, but the loss wasn’t spectacular. 
Pelican officials in ’57 knew they wouldn’t be back, so the park,was 
in disrepair most of the season. A fan who went once seldom came 
back. 

So the Pels, after much hassle and red tape, moved into their 
undersized City Park Stadium, with the cozy left-field dimensions 
of 246-257 feet, depending with whom you have spoken. But the fans 
didn’t come out to see this novelty; they stayed at home and watched 
TV, went to the beach or to the movie houses or to the French 
Quarter. 


—The Last of the Red-Hot Independents 


There are some New Orleanians who know nothing of the Pels. 
No radio broadeasts are carried, either home or away. One news- 
paper persists in putting the Pels on page four buried under the 
softball results. The other papers do cover the team to a certain 
degree. 

This, then, is New Orleans Baseball 1958. It may or may 
not be for long. 

What of Shreveport, the expected home of wandering Pelicans? 
The city, one of nearly 250,000, is in the center of the Ark-La-Tex, 
called so because of the proximity to Louisiana, Texas and Arkansas. 

The man of baseball vision in Shreveport is crew-cut, white- 
haired Bonneau Peters, known as “Mr. Pete.’”’ He was the last of 
the red-hot independent baseball operators:to go. Chain-store base- 
ball and Louisiana’s racial segregation law finally put him out of 
business. 

Attendance at Mr. Pete’s baseball shop wasn’t encouraging the 
past three seasons. He pulled in 94,036 in 1955; got 88,943 in ’56 and 
only because Ken Guettler, the monumental Cracker flop of ’57, 
slammed out a Texas League record of 62 homers. Then came his 
40,000 tote of ’57, and even Mr. Pete and his benefactors, a group of 
wealthy oilmen, couldn’t stand the gaff. 

Possibly the newness of the Southern, should it come to north 
Louisiana, will serve as a hypo. However, it won’t be the same 
as in many cities, because Shreveporters will be swapping 
double-A baseball for double-A baseball. There is no jump in 
the caliber of entertainment. 

The only Shreveport hope is that two months of baseball in- 
activity will kindle a new spark for baseball. Otherwise, Southern 
Assn. clubs won't find the visit to Shreveport a bonanza.

What more appropriate way to dedicate a new 
plant than to verify plans for still another? 
And what better time than during a recession? 
Carling Brewing Co. scored on both these points curing a trief 
ceremony at its new $15 million Atlanta installation Tuesday, 
when Chairman E. P. Taylor noted that architects and engineers 
a sare now working on “the plant which we intend 
f » to build very soon in Baltimore... . ” 
He offered no details, but his comment that 
the new Atlanta plant is ‘‘the last word in lay- 


out and equipment” ought to give Maryland an 
idea of what it can look forward to. 


Carling president Ian R. Dowie indicated 
that expansion of the new brewery here is simply 
a matter of time. 


He said the major facilities needed to double 
(4% its present capacity of 11 million gallons of beer 
Jim Montgomery and ale a year are included in the plant as it 
stands today. 

“Only relatively minor’ additions will have to be made when 
the extra capacity is needed, Dowie added.

Today’s Carling outfit, by the way, grew to its very healthy 
stature out of the remnants of one of the nation’s earliest auto 
manufacturing companies. 


Remember the Peerless? 

The last one was made 30 years ago by a Cleveland, Ohio, 
company born at the turn of the century. 

Rather than shut down its newly constructed plant when the 
depression battered the luxury car market, the Peerless Motor 
Car Co. obtained American brewing rights from Carling of Canada 
and turned its assembly plant into a brewery. 

Two dozen other auto manufacturers still in business in 1928 
have also fallen by the wayside, with only two of them “‘surviv- 
ing’ like Peerless under other names today.

Knight, Stutz, Whippet and Willys Knight.

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Dirt Fungi Cause, 


Respiratory Ailment 


Certain fungi, such as those re- 
sponsible for the respiratory ail- 
ment, histoplasmosis, remain 
alive for years in dirt, soil, and 
in the discharges of small ani- 
mals and birds such as pigeons, 
bats, and chickens. Humans be- 
come infected when contami- 
nated dust is inhaled or swal- 
lowed. 

We know that histoplasmosis is 
common but the majority of vic- 
tims are never ill enough to call

a physician. The lungs are in- 
volved most frequently, and in 
the past, many cases were mis- 
diagnosed as tuberculosis on 
X-ray findings. A simple skin test 
tells the difference. 

Involvement of the mouth 
leads to ulceration of the mu- 
cous membranes and enlarge- 
ment of the glands in the neck. 
When the condition is more ex- 
tensive, the liver and spleen 
enlarge and the victim devel- 
ops fever, malaise, emaciation, 
and blood changes. 


In August, 1956, eonstruction 
was started on a home in a small 
Wisconsin city. Twenty of the 
workers developed histoplas- 
mosis. The caustive fungus was 
isolated from these patients as 
well as from the soil in the base- 
ment of the home. Skin tests 
were done on many of the town’s 
inhabitants but the results were 
negative. Apparently the infected 
area was within a small radius of 
the home under construction. 


Medical officers at Ft. Leaven- 
worth made skin tests on all the 
children of incoming personnel. 
The first time the tests were 
done the results were negative in 
2,662. When the tests were re 
peated on these youngsters, 68 
had become positive. 


The disease was acquired in 
the interval between examina- 
tions. At some time during this 
period, 85 per cent had been ill 
but their symptoms were indis- 
tinguishable from those of an 
ordinary respiratory illness such 
as a cold. 


Many of the boys and girls who 
had become positive lived in town 
instead of at the post. They 
stayed in old houses where pi- 
geons had their headquarters. 
Nine of the affected children 
came from a large apartment 
house where holes had been cut 
in the floor from attic to base- 
ment to install a sprinkler sys- 
tem. 

The investigators found the at- 
tic a mess because a window 
was out and pigeons had lived 
there for years. Inhalation of 
contaminated dust, stirred up 
during remodeling, apparently 
caused the disease.

I think it will not be disputed 
that a person without teeth can 
do very little biting. Had South 
applied this thought to the play of 
his three no trump contract today 
and deprived East of his only dan- 
gerous tooth, he would have 
brought the contract safely home. 


The bidding was eminently 
sound, South’s two no trump re- 
sponse is the preferred choice on 
this evenly balanced holding. A 
jump raise of partner’s minor 
suit should be reserved for hands 
of a more distributional nature. 

The eight of hearts was opened 
and East’s queen was permitted 
to hold. The king of hearts was 
continued and the ace won. Dum- 
my was entered with the king of 
clubs and the diamond finesse 
tried. When the finesse failed, a 
heart continuation cleared the 
suit, and the ace of spades pro- 
vided East with entry to eash 
the setting trick in hearts. 

South had played without cau- 
tion in assuming that East held 
the king of diamonds. If he had, 
so much the better; he would have 
it a minute or two later. The 
king of diamonds was not a men- 
ace, no matter who had it, since 
it could not provide East with an 
entry for his hearts. 

East’s only tooth was the ace 
of spades. If that were yanked 
he couldn’t bite declarer. The cor- 
rect play at trick four by South 
is a low spade from dummy to 
his own queen. 

If it holds, he can then cross 
to dummy for the purpose of tak- 
ing the diamond finesse, and nine 
tricks would be assured, even if 
the diamond finesse fails. If East 
grabs the ace of spades to clear 
the heart suit, the diamond fi- 
nesse can be taken with complete 
peace of mind, since if it loses, 
West will have no heart to return. 
If by chance West turns up with 
the ace of spades there is no re- 
turn that he can make to harm 
declarer. 

In other words, the king of dia- 
monds was not the card to worry 
about. The ace of spades was.
